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1. (Currently Amended) A method for cleaning wastewater comprising 
iocntiaiTintrodiiciuK w^lcwalcr brine into afliish tank; 

cifcidatinjj the brine underpressure througb a heat exchange r to lorni Iicatcd br ine; 

decreasing the prtjssure ofthc heated brine dnring re-inLroduclion orihe pressurized, heated 
brine i rilo Ihc flash tank by an amount effccti vc to transform at least a portion of water from the brine 
from liquid lo steam; and 

removing the sicum from the (lash tnnk. 

2- (Original) The method ofclaim 1, wherein the flash tank has a conical bottom. 

3. (Original) The method of claim 1» wherein the brine is pressurized by circulating the 
brine upsUxajii iigaini^l Ihe head ofthc heat exchanger, 

4. (Original) T)ie method of claim 3, wherein tlie brhic is circulated at about 7 feet per 

.woiid, 

5. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein decreasing the pressure is by passing U^c 
pressurised, heated brine through a fog nO'//.le. 

6. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the pressure is decreased from about 25 psi 
(37<2 Pa) to about almosphcric pressure, 

7. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, further comprising passing the steam 
through a dcniistcr. 

8. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 7, further comprising introducing the steam 
to an air stream for atmospheric venting. 

9. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising filtering a portion ofthc 
bi'ii^c from the n:ish tank whh^i P AWr lo remove solids. 
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10, (Original) The method of claim 9, wherein the solids arc dcwatercd. 

1 1. (Orleinol) The aielhod of cUiim 10, wherein Ihc filtering and dcwatcrins is by a filter 

press.

25. (Previously Presented) The mclhod of chiim 1, wherein circulating the brine under 
pressure through a heal exchange media heals the brine to a temperature between about 220 to about 
230"F,

to fbi m water. 

27. (Pxcvioiisly Presented) The method of claim 9, wherein the filter is aplalc-lypc filter and 
tlie hcfit exchanger is a shell and tube licat exchanger, 

28. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 11, funher comprising aulomalically 
removing llie devvatcred solids from the filter press. 

29. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 28, wherein the dcwatered solids arc 
aiilonmticaHy removed from the filter press by a shaker system. 

30. (Currently Amended) A method for cleajiing wastewater, comprising: 

circulating wastewater brine underpressure through a shell and tube heal exchanger to form 
heated brine; 

decreasing Ihc pressure of the heated brine during introduction of the heated brine into the 
tiJl<».s!Ui^»^1"t by an amount effective to transform at least a portion of the heated brine to steam; 
and 

renioving the steam from the flash tank. 
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3 L (Previously Presented) The method of chim 30, further comprising 
fillcring a porlion ofilic heated brine from the llasli lank to remove solids; and 
ilcwaloring Ihe solids to form dcvvatercd solids; 
wherein ihe filtering and dcvvalcring is by a filter press. 

32. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 31, further comprising automalically 
j cniovins the dcwatcrcd solids from the filter press. 

33. (Previously Presented) 1 he method of claim 32, wherein the dcwatcred solids arc 
automaticcilly rcjnoved from the illter press by a sliaker system. 
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
